margin of profit by building excess 
gas stations.

Cash B. Hawley, vice president 
of the National Congress of P etro­ 
leum Retailers, made the sta te­ 
ment in testimony before a House 
small business subcom m ittee head­ 
ed by Rep. Jam es Roosevelt (D- 
Calif.). 
The subcommittee is investigat­ 
ing charges that 22 m ajor oil com ­ 
panies, which also own and oper­ 
ate retail service stations, discrim ­ 
inate unfairly against other retail­ 
ers. 
Hawley said the oil companies 
discriminate 
against retailers 
in 
various ways. Ile complained that, 
among other things, they sell gaso­ 
line below* cost, compel operators 
of their own stations to stay open 
too long, and operate their stations 
at a loss. 
He said these practices were de­ 
signed to keep down the m argin 
between the price paid by 
gas 
stations operators to wholesalers 
and the price they sell it to the 
public.
